Imitation  50  cent  stamps  now  in  circulation  are  much  smaller  than 
the  genuine,  the  pale  impression  on  the  center  of  this  note  makes  it 
easy  to  detect  when  compared  with  the  good  note. 

The  25  cent  stamps,  as  a counterfeit,  is  very  suspicious;  their  gen- 
eral appearance  is  bad,  and  the  printing  very  pale  wrhen  compared 
with  the  genuine.  There  are  a great  many  in  circulation. 

The  15  cent  stamp  looks  good  on  the  face,  but  the  printing  on  the 
right  end  of  the  stamp  is  blurred  and  very  thick. 

The  10  cent  stamps  are  very  plentiful  and  pass  very  easily,  and  their 
general  appearance  is  good;  the  center  of  the  stamp  on  the  back  is 
very  light. 

Nickels  are  very  plentifully  circulated,  they  are  easily  told  on  ac- 
count of  the  softness  of  the  metal.
